More then fifty angry resi- 
dents of the Lower Main St. 
section of town descended on 
Town Hall Thursday evening 
to offer loud protest to a pro- 
posed dump site on the form- 
er Blue Hog farm property, 
now owned by Clarence Spin- 
azola. 

Abuttors of the property, 
whic hcovers an area es 
timated at over 90 acres, and 
a number of residents of the 
surrounding _ neighborhood, 
told the Board of Appeals in 
no uncertain language how 
they felt about having a sani- 
tary land fill dump in their 
back yard. 

A letter from the Board of 
Health to the Selectmen two 
weeks ago asked that the se- 
lectmen endorse the proposal 
and the Board of Health felt 
“that this is a progressive 
step—in accordance with 
better sanitary ring 
practices. It is not only a fi- 
nancial saving - but as an 
equally important measure 
will rid the town of open 
dump sores and recover valu- 
able land”. 

‘The group at the appeal 
board hearing did not seem 
to feel that progress would 
be best served by a dump in 
this. area, Citing the Win- 
chester dump as a “horrible 
example” of a sanitary fill 
dump that is constantly 
catching fire and causing 
trouble, and bombarding the 
members of the health and 
appeal boards with questions 
of every phase of operation 
of the dump, the protestors 
finally called for a vote to 
settle the matter. When told 
that their vote was worth- 
less as this was not a Town 
Meeting, the group asked 
that discussion on the matter 
be closed and that a decision 
reached on the evidence pre- 
sented. However, the Board 
of Appeals continued the 
hearing until Oct. 17 in order 
that more information be ob- 
tained,

A Personal Problem: 

Tuberculosis is a public 
health problem. As a conta- 
gious disease, measures for 
its control are a part of the 
health department. The care 
of patients is a public re- 
sponsibility and is paid for 
by taxes, Doctors are re- 
quired by law to report cases 
they discover. 

Federal, state, and local 
health officials, private phy- 
sicians, and the voluntary 
tuberculosis associations have 
been cooperating for many 
years in the fight against 
this disease, Yet in the final 
analysis, the control of tu- 
berculosis is a personal pro- 
lem. This is the paradox of 
tuberculosis. 


If the disease could be pre- 
vented by purely public 
health measures such as 
spraying and draining mar 
shes, ‘by compulsory isola- 
tion or vaccination, the in- 
dividual could pay his taxes 
and forget about TB. Un- 
fortunately, no simple mea- 
sure has yet been discovered

Two Tons of Fish 
From Comet Pond: 

The reclamation of Comet 
Pond, Hubbardston, complet- 
ed last week by the Division 
of Fisheries and Game, pro- 
duced nearly two tons of 
fish, or about 31 pounds of 
fish to the acre. 

The fish removed consist- 
ed of 16 different species. As 
was expected,small fish made 
up the bulk of the take. In 
fact, 54 percent of them 
were yellow perch of which 
only 900 of nearly 36,000 av- 
eraged about eight inches 
long. Hornpout were no bet- 
ter; they made up 18 per- 
cent of the kill, and only a- 
bout half of them were long 
enough to be worth skin- 
ning. Competition for food 
among so many different 
fish had caused this slow 
growth. 

The 31 pounds per acre 
productivity of Comet was 
lower than anticipated, but 
now that the reclamation is 
complete, it will be all in 
trout, About 25,000 fingerling 
trout will be stocked as 
soon as the water is safe for 
fish, and 6,500 trout nine to 
12 inches long will be releas- 
ed in time for fishing sea- 
son next year. These fish 
will grow faster and pro- 
duce better fishing now that 
competition for food from ot- 
her fish has been removed 
by reclamation. 

Average size of large- 
mouth bass taken from Co- 
met was seven inches, al- 
though just one lunker went 
slightly over eight pounds. 
There were only 90 large- 
mouth of legal size in the 
pond. The largest. small- 
mouth weighed five pounds, 
and the 75 smallmouths ta- 
ken averaged only five in- 
ches in length. Pickerel 
made up just one percent of 
the fish removed, with 47 
taken. They averaged six 
inches in length, 

Largest ‘fish collected at 
Comet was a 12 pound, 29- 
inch brown trout, but most 
of the trout were from 10 to 
18 riches. 

Most of the trout brought 
in by Division of Fisheries 
and Game crews, and sports- 
men who were aiding the 
project, had been stocked 
this spring. A total of 426 
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Species collected, this would 
seem to indicate that the 
pond was dominated by a 
multitude of undersized fish. 
This is exactly the sort of 
condition found in every 
pond reclaimed to date, and 
is just what pond reclama- 
tion is designed to correct. 

Two surprises were turn- 
ed up by the reclamation; 
four eels and 133 smelt 
were picked up. The pr

milk weed pod can be used 
in several ways and may be 
painted just about any color. 
‘The cat-n-nine tails may 
also be painted for decora- 
tive purposes. However, with 
the hot dry summer just 
past, these things may not 
be in very good condition 
now. 

There ig no magic {n pre- 
serving foilage, but there are 
a few rules to follow. Old 
fashioned pressing” still 
has its uses. Some follage 
needs less attention and will 
dry well just standing in 
holders where there is a free 
circulation of air, 

Brushing foliage on both 
sides with clear shellac will 
often preserve it. Ivy Oak 
and Maple respond wel] to 
this treatment. Individual 
leaves may be dipped into @ 
basin of warm parafine, lift- 
ed onto several thickness of 
newspapers, covered with 
more newspaper and pressed 
with a*warm iron. Change 
papers often until no parat- 
fine comes off with the pres- 


\ sing. Thesé will keep well 


and can be used for fall dec- 
oration. 


In spite of the dry weath- 
er, our Maple trees are pre- 
senting us with such lovely 
foliage, A few of our trees 
are turning slowly, so enjoy 
them if you can a’ when the 
rains arrive, the leaves will 
fall and with the falling of 
the Jast colored leaves comes 
the beginning of the season 
for-spraying to control scale 
insects. 

Lilacs are very susceptible 
to scale and should be 
sprayed while they are dor- 
mant using miscrible ofl. or 
commercial Iime- sulphur, 
Now Is also an excellent time 
for spraying white pines and 
other evergreens with nico- 
tine if they are subject to 
aphis. 

Watch Chrysanthemu ms 
and other late flower plants 
for aphis, which blacken the 
tender new shoots and even 
devour the flowers. Spray 
these with uicotine. The 
time is also right for apply- 
ing soil conditioners, such 
as manure and forms of 
commercial humus, The ma- 
nure does not have to be 
well rotted at this time if 
you are careful to keep it 
away from plant roots, The

If Begonias 
look sick, they can be cut 
back to the top of the pot 
and will come up with new 
foliage. 

For something green for the 
kitchen, try some herbs. A 
plant or two of parsley 
planted in a pot of good 
garden soil will do well all 
winter if kept watered and 
in a sunny window. This is 
one herb whose appearance, 
odor and flower are wel- 
comed all winter, Chives, 
rose geranium, garden sage 
and thyme for season can be 
maintained in this manner, 

There is a difference be- 
tween spices and _ herbs. 
Herbs are dried of fresh 
leaves and are more subtle 
in flavor than spices. Spices 
are ripened from bark and 
seeds of the, plants and 
should be used more spar- 
ingly than herbs.

NEW ENGLAND GAS PRODUCTS 
TO APPEAL LATEST 
APPEAL BOARD DECISION 


Attorney Simon Cutter, 
representing the New Bng- 
land Gas Products, Inc., an- 
nounced this week that the 
company would appeal the 
latest decision of the Board 
of Appeals which denied 
their request for a variance 
in the zoning laws to allow 
for the erection of a plant 
on their property on lower 
Main Street, to be used for 
the manufacture of acetylene 
and other gas products, 

A hearing was held on 
July 11 after the New Eng- 
land Gas presented new pro- 
Posals, fourteen in all, deal- 
ing with type of plant, buil- 
ding, time of starting new 
building, disposal of lime 
residue, and maintainence 
of the lagoon as well as 
proposing to post a two mil- 
lion dollars insurance pol- 
fey. 

The decision of the Board 
of appealg dated Oct. 1, 
reads: 

The Board takes the fol- 
lowing action - . 

We feel that the proposed 
plant, erected at this loca- 
tion, would cause a greater 
azard and nuisance than 
uses permitted under section 
IlI-4 of the zoning laws. We 
feel this way because of the 
nearness of a thickly settled 
residential area and because 
the proposed plant would 
be located so near the Maple 
Meadow Brook, which is the 
headwater of the Ipswich 
River, which in turn supplies 
water for towns and cities 
turther down stream. 

We further feel it would 
not be in the best interest 
of the Town to have this 
plant erected at the proposed 
ite, 

The Board hereby voted 
unanimously to refuse the 
request of the New England 
Gas Products, Inc., to locate 
their proposed plant at this 
location. 

The New England Gas 
Products first bought land 
in Wilmington under a pre- 


lean Town Manager at a 


time when the Town was 
anxious for new industry, 
Part of the old Town Farm 
was voted to be sold to the 
company at a Town Meeting. 
The company was given 
favorable decision by a pre- 
vious Board of Appeals in 
1952, but did not apply for 
2 building permit until 1957. 
To further quote the Board 
of Appeals decision, “In the 
meantime a new and more 
stringent set of zoning laws 
have been established in the 
Town, when the New Eng- 
land Gas Products, Inc., 
applied for a building per- 
mit they were refused by 
‘the building inspector on 
advice of the Town Counsel, 
and the Gas Company was 
geferred to the Board of Ap-~ 
Deals, 

The Board of Appeals sub- 
sequently upheld the action 
taken by the building inspec. 
tor following advice of the 
Planning Board, which is re- 
quired under the present 
set of zoning laws, that sta. 
ted the proposed N.B, Gas 
Products, Ine., plant as be- 
ing contrary to the best in- 
terests of the Town of Wil- 
mington. 

In its decision, the Board 
of Appeals found that the 
proposed plant was not per- 
mitted under Section I[I-4 
of the zoning laws, and 
therefore their request was 
denied, 

On receipt of this decision, 
the New England Gas Pro. 
ducts, Inc., appealed to the 
Middlesex Superior Court in 
Equity against the adverse 
action of the Board,
